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REMARKS 

Claims 1-8, 11-16 and 19-22 are pending in this application. Claims 9, 10, 17 and 18 
have been canceled. 

Applicants gratefully acknowledge the Examiner's indication of allowable subject matter 
in claims 10 and 18. The subject matter of Claims 10 and 18 with the intervening claims 9 and 
17, respectively, have been incorporated into independent Claims 1,18 and 22, and therefore are 
now deemed allowable. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the rejection. Applicant 
respectfully submits that all the pending claims define patentable subject matter. 

The outstanding rejections, (i) under 35 U.S.C. § 102, claims 1-7, 12-15, 21, and 22 over 
Chadha (U.S. Patent Pub. No. 2004/0229662); (ii) under 35 U.S.C. § 103, claims 8 and 16 over 
Chadha and King et al. (U.S. Patent Pub. No. 2004/0067770); (iii) claims 9, 17, and 19 over 
Chadha and Rydbeck et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,751,487); and (iv) claims 1 1 and 20 over Chadha 
and Srey et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,141,436), have been overcome by the amendments detailed 
herein. 

Therefore, Applicants respectfully submit that independent claims 1, 12, and 21 define 
patentable subject matter. The remaining claims depend from the independent claims and 
therefore also define patentable subject matter. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request the 
withdrawal of the rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 102 and 35 U.S.C. § 103.

Based on the foregoing amendments and remarks, Applicants respectfully submit this 
application is in condition for allowance. Favorable consideration and prompt allowance of the 
pending claims is earnestly solicited.
